“ Among the bombs dropped outside the 
target area was an 850-pound bomb 
timed to explode after 24 hours which 
should be neutralized to prevent its ex­ 
plosion,” Dayan informed the Egyptians. 


Cairo said the m etals factory was 
near El Khanka A ir Base, 13 miles 
north of the Egyptian capital. Israeli 
said other jets today attacked the Dashur 
army base 20 miles south of Cairo. 
Egyptian government spokesmen said 
the warplanes left El Khanka untouched 
' and instead went after the metal works 
factory 
13 m iles north of cairo. It 
employs 1,000 persons. 
“ Israeli planes this morning hit the na­ 
tional metal works factory, a civilian 
factory, killing 50 and wounding 69,” 
C airo’s announcement said. The factory 
turns scrap iron into metal for the con­ 
struction industry.

Questioning of the officers 
will start on May 18 when the court 
m artial begins. 
A m ilitary jury of at least five must 
be chosen to hear the charges against 
the 26-year-old lieutenant from Miami. 
The judge set May 15 for arguments 
and disposal of any pretrial motions still 
pending. 


Kennedy told defense attorney George 
W. Latim er that he would reject a part 
of the dism issal motion that he, as trial 
judge, could not grant a fair trial be­ 
cause of the impact of press, television 
and radio coverage of the alleged m assa­ 
cre. 
“ I find 
the publicity has been exten­ 
sive,” Kennedy said, “but it has had 
no effect on this court and this court 
can give a fair trial to Lt. Calley. 
“ As to the second thrust of your mo­ 
tion, 
the impact on prospective jurors 
— they received an order in late No­ 
vember not to become exposed by any 
news concerning the case. Assuming they 
followed that order, they should be in­ 
sulated. ”

Reagan 
Wednesday of trying to “ quietly 
emasculate” the financial dis­ 
closure law he authored in 1969. 
Basically, 
the differences 
between 
the 
Monagan 
and 
Unruh plans rest in the amount 
of investment a candidate has 
in individual concerns. 
Unruh’s plan requires every 
candidate 
— from governor 
down through city councilmen 
—to list all individual financial 
holdings which exceed $10,000. 
Monagan’s proposal lowers 
the amount to $5,000 but only 
requires that the name of the 
financial holding be listed —not 
the amount. 
Unruh terms that a “ million­ 
aire’s loophole” because Mona­ 
gan’s plan makes no distinction 
between a $5,000 investment 
and a $5 million investment. All 
the candidates must do is state 
he has an investment in a 
certain company in excess of 
$5,000. 
“ Precise disclosure doesn’t 
contribute at all to the public’s 
protection,” said Monagan. 
“ I sincerely believe this is a 
stronger and better law,” he 
added. “ We have to have one 
that’s workable and enforcea­ 
ble.” 
City council elections sche­ 
duled throughout the state for 
April 
14 
have given added 
impetus to efforts to change the 
Unruh law. 
Council candidates have com­ 
plained they don't want to list 
their 
individual 
holding 
in 
excess of $10,000 
Current 
law 
requires 
a 
candidate to file the financial 


disclosure statement within 10 
days 
after 
he files as a 
candidate. 
Assemblyman Eugene Chap­ 
pie, 
R-Cool, 
has 
proposed 
legislation which would exempt 
candidates 
from 
filing 
the 
financial disclosure statement 
until April 6. 
This could give the legislature 
enough time to approve Mona­ 
gan’s bill and forestall threats 
by some city councilmen that 
they 
will quit rather than 
comply with the present law. 
Unruh accused Republicans 
of 
rushing 
Chappie’s 
bill 
through an “ unscheduled” com­ 
mittee hearing Monday “ with 
no notice to the public and at 
which only a bare quorum of 
the committee were in atten­ 
dance.” 
“ Well, hell, he’s running for 
governor,” Chappie remarked

of Unruh’s 
assertions. 
Unruh failed in an attempt 
Wednesday to have the Chappie 
bill sent back to committee for 
another hearing.

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U. S. planes attack in Cambodia 


SAIGON 
(UPI)—The 
U.S. 
Command said today American 
jets crossed into Cambodia to 
attack 
antiaircraft batteries 
that downed a U.S. helicopter 
Wednesday. Six U.S. planes 
were damaged in the air-ground 
duel. 


Official sources said several 
flights of A37 twin jet fighters 
scrambled from Bien Hoa Air 
Base outside Saigon to knock 
out six antiaircraft guns and 
kill 15 guerrillas 100 yards 
inside Cambodia and 100 miles 
west-southwest of Saigon Wed­ 
nesday. 


One U.S. jet crash-landed at 
its base, its hydraulic system 
shot 
away 
by 
Communist 
antiaircraft fire. 
The 
warplanes 
responded 
after 
gunfire 
from 
inside 
Cambodia shot down an Ameri­ 
can OH6 bubble top observation 
helicopter and fired on other 
helicopters sent to the rescue. 


As 
the 
details 
of 
the 
Cambodian incident were dis­ 
closed, U.S. spokesmen report­ 
ed nine U.S. Marines were 
killed in four hours of fighting 
early today 17 miles southeast 
of An Hoa on South Vietnam's 


northern coast Guerrilla losses 
were undetermined. 
The air strikes against the 
Communists in Cambodia were 
the fourth occasion the U.S. 
Command 
has 
acknowledged 
raids across the Cambodian 
border under a policy permit­ 
ting U.S. forces to return fire 
when fired on from outside 
Vietnam. 
Official sources 
said the 
Communists had set up what 
American pilots call a “ flak 
trap” in an area of Cambodia 
where North Vietnamese re­ 
giments have been massing in 
recent weeks.

White, their work must be even 
more “ relevant to the needs of 
society.” 
White, director of the Envir­ 
onmental Science Services Ad­ 
ministration (ESSA), addressed 
a symposium on “ a century of 
weather progress” being held 
here to observe 
the 100th) 
anniversary of the U.S. national 
weather services. 
“ Over the past few decades, ” 
White said, “ we have seen the 
growing need of environmental 
management. 
We 
have seen 
growing evidence of the conse­ 
quences of inadvertent tamper­ 
ing with the environment in the 
absence of management. 
“ The result has been fright­ 
ening. The people of America 
and the world will look to 
science 
and 
technology 
to 
rectify their mistakes, and we 
shall be judged harshly if we 
fail to do so.” 
Since the national weather 
services were created Feb. 9, 
1870, there have been “ tremen­ 
dous advances” made possible 
by 
such 
things 
as 
radar, 
computers and weather satel­ 
lites. 
“ Our World Weather Center 
in Washington 
represents a 
degree of advanced forecast 
practice unmatched ’’anywhere 
in the world,“ White said. 
But it still isn't good enough. 
Forecasts are better than thev 
were 100 years ago. The United 
States has had some apparent 
success 
in 
experiments to 
reduce the force of hurricanes. 
The Soviets have made head­ 
way in hail suppression. The 
Israelis and Australians have 
reported advances 
“ in rain 
augmentation.” 
There is a long way to go 
however, before even day to 
day weather services are what 
they ought to be. 
Nevertheless, weather scien­ 
tists are now “ generating that 
understanding and technology 
which will certainly place us in 
a position to modify and control 
weather processes of various 
kinds,” White said, 
“ should 
society choose to do so.” 
“ As the last century was one 
in which the need and focus 
were for environmental predic­ 
tion,” White said, “ the next will 
be a century of environmental 
management.”

“ One of the things I enjoy 
most about today, ’ he said. 


“ is that no one has to be 
beautiful to make an im ­ 
pact. You can be pudgy and 
round—you can even be at­ 
tractive if you’re a slob. If 
you do it right, you can get 
away with anything.” 


Outside Sardi’s, this tall,

Somebody is going to make 
some hay out of the undevel­ 
oped county property at Hol­ 
lister Ave. and San Antonio 
Rd., Goleta Valley, where the 
old county farm once produced 
vegetables.

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Air Force Western Test Range 


celebrates fifth anniversary 


The Air Fdrce Western Test 
Range (FWTR) recently mark­ 
ed its fifth anniversary. In Feb­ 
ruary 1965 the Range assumed 
responsibility for missile and 
space program support from the 
.Navy’s Pacific Missile Range. 


During its first five years 
the Test Range has supported 
more than 500 launches by such 
organizations as Strategic Air 
Command (SAC), National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion 
(NASA), 
Atomic 
Ener­ 
gy Commission (AEC), Army 
and Navy. 
Projects have included the 
operational 
testing 
of 
such 
ICBMs as the Minuteman, which 
uses solid fuel, and the Titan, 
which uses liquid propellant. 
Each system has gone through a 
cycle of development and soph­ 
istication, much as an automo­ 
bile will change yearly in pow­ 
er, performance, and even ap­ 
pearance. 
SAC uses the Range to conduct 
readiness tests of their ICBMs. 
In this program a missile is 
randomly selected from ope»v. 
tional sites in the United States. 
The nuclear warhead is remov­ 
ed and the missile transported 
to Vandenberg where an instru­ 
mented reentry vehicle is in- 


stalled, and later launched un­ 
der simulated wartime condi­ 
tions. 
Each Minuteman launch sta­ 
tion would normally be respon­ 
sible 
for 
launching multiple 
ICBMs in time of war. In Feb­ 
ruary 1965 the multiple launch 
concept was tested when the 
Range successfully supported a 
"ripple” launch of two Minute- 
man I ’s fired within seconds 
of each other. Further confirm­ 
ation came in February 1966 
when the Range supported a 
“ salvo,” or simultaneous fir­ 
ing of two Minuteman I’s. 
NASA uses the Western Test 
Range 
in 
launching weather, 
geophysical, 
communications, 
and 
experimental 
satellites. 
For example, the recent launch­ 
ing of SERT II was used to test 
an electron bombardment ion 
engine in outer space. 
AFWTR 
provided commun­ 
ications and tracking for the his­ 
toric 
Apollo 
program 
with 
Range facilities in California, 
Hawaii, and the Marshall Is­ 
lands, plus specially built and 
equipped instrumentation ships. 
The AEC used the Range in 
April 1965 to launch a satellite, 
which tested a nuclear reactor 
power system in the space en­ 
vironment. The Range also sup-

Have we forgot our inalienable 
rights invested in us to rear 
our children with proper man­ 
ners to respect house rules; 
our city, county, and state laws? 
Have we retrogressed to the 
point we cannot look towards to­

and 
see 
where our 
children are headed? 
In fact, 
are we directly or indirectly 
guilty of leading them to the 
“ Many Bar Hotel” or over the 
cliff to “ never, never land,” 
or pushing them 
out a six- 
story window? 
YES! 
For every parent who says, 
“ NO” , ask yourself, “ Do I 
really know my child never 
goes any place without my per­ 
mission? 
Did I actually check 
up to find out if he or she 
were there? 
Did I actually in­ 
vestigate the social event and 
this includes church functions, 
to know he or she did not sneak 
out into the alley and light up 
a marajuana cigarett, or slip 
off with a group of boys and 
girls to one of the “ hippy pads” 
in the area for a real freak- 
out? 
What fools we are to allow 
our off-springs to follow the 
crowd; to let them pressure 
us with “ My friends have these 
privileges, why can’t you be like 
other parents.” 
I managed to

that your child is building his 
brain or his brawn. 
Some of 
these bold brats of today will 
make a “ buy” right in church. 


I am making this appeal to 
everyone who will take the time 
to read this article. Tomorrow 
maybe too late. I am including 
a 
list of drug jargon at the 
end of this article that may 
aid you in understanding the 
true meaning of some of the 
conversation you may hear. The 
most heartbreaking incident in 
your life is to discover your 
child is taking abusive drugs, 
but still another hearbreak is 
when you call the parents of 
their friends. 
You try to ex­ 
plain their child is also taking 
drugs, or dating someone who 
is, and that parents give you a 
cool thank you. 
Then you find 
out the parent did not believe 
y ou, and did no m ore than 
speak softly to the child. 


Other dangerous phrases are 
“ I have got to find myself.” 
“ I’ve got to be myself.” 
“ I 
don’t know where I am going.” 
These are not phrases of drug 
abusers per sa, but you can bet 
your 
sweet 
paycheck 
some 
friend 
will 
offer them a pill 
that will help them find the 
answers. 
Many parents cringe at the 
thought of listening in on their 
child’s telephone conversation, 
reading their child’s diary, let- 
ters or notes, or searching their 
room. Cringing, now may save 
heartbreak 
tomorrow. 
I am 
speaking 
from sheer regret. 
I feel any landlord who does not 
observe undue traffic In and out 
of his apartments and houses; 
suspect it is being used as a 
narcotic headquarters, and re­ 
port such incidences to the po­ 
lice, is guilty of abeting drug 
traffic. 
I think any teacher who closes 
his or her eyes to pecular ac­ 
tions of the students; the cutting 
of classes which form a pat­ 
tern is also aiding the drug 
abuse traffic. 
Another point 
of interest is the high school 
permitting students to work in 
the office, to handle student 
“ cuts” and phone calls from 
the student who says this Is the 
parent calling to report that 
their child is ill, etc. 
I,won­ 
der how many 
forgeries go 
into the student personnel fold­ 
ers. 
Students practice writing 
their parents names until they 
look reasonably legal. 
I sug­ 
gest that you check your child’s 
records to insure there are no 
forgeries. 
The very parent 
who says that I am wrong, is 
the parent most likely to dis­ 
cover their precious darling has 
crossed Into the “ Never Never 
Land” . 
Drug education In the schools 
is NOT the answer. 
It only 
stirs up their curosity to make 
them try it. 
That is exactly 
what one high school student 
told me. We have to share the 
responsibility In closing down 
traffic in the Lompoc-Vanden- 
berg-Santa Maria area. 
The 
police can not do everything. 


We as parents have to clean 
our own house first. 
It is 
later than you think, and it is 
worse than you realize. 
Par­ 
ents, for your child’s welfare, 
wakeup now, or tomorrow you 
may visit your child in jail, 
a 
mental 
hospital 
or the 
morgue. 
Here are some definitions: 
Go Super Go — high on drugs 
Mess or Mes — Mescaline 
Reds — a form of drug 
Whites — doesn’t mean the 
white race. 
It is a dangerous 
pill 


VS? 
tab — l/i of a mescaline 
pill. 
This is how they start 
A trip — is not a vacation. 
It is the effect of a drug 
Freak — doesn’t 
mean 
a 
strange looking person 
Freak-out — has to do with 
a trip 
High — as used in conver­ 
sations i.e. “ How high up was 
he; what floor?” means the per­ 
son was high on drugs 
There are too many to list, 
but these are very common, 
and difficult to detect because 
of the manner in which they are 
used. 
Our children are clever 
and we had better educate our­ 
selves to their jargon and to 
their thinking.

square, get in the groove; get 
hep., before you have to ask for 
help.

BERKELEY (UPI)-One out 
of every 10 young Californians 
will have venereal disease this 
year, the state’s top VD fighter 
said today. 
Dr. Warren A. Ketterer, head 
of the VD program 
for the 
State 
Public 
Health Depart­ 
ment, 
made 
the 
prediction 
concerning 
teen-agers 
and 
young people under 25 on the 
basis of 1969 venereal disease 
reports. 
Public health agencies have 
voiced concern inrecent months 
about 
the 
“epidemic” 
of 
gonorrhea among young people 
—who now account for more 
than half of all reported VD 
cases in the state. 
Ketterer said the one in 10 
figure was based on last year’s 
101,000 
reported 
cases — 
which is one-fifth to one-tenth 
the actual number of VD cases 
in California. 
“ We know from studies in 
high schools and of doctors that 
the number of actual cases is 
at least five and perhaps 10 
times as great as the number 


reported,” he said. “ If any­ 
thing, the prediction is conser­ 
vative.” 
Five venereal diseases occur 
in California, but only gonor­ 
rhea and syphilis are serious 
public health problems. 
Ketterer said the cases of 
syphilis have declined since 
1963 when federal, state and 
local health department began 
a concentrated attack on the 
crippling disease using federal 
funds. 
But 
gonorrhea, 
which 
is 
harder to control, has been on 
the increase since 1957. There 
were 88,000 reported cases last 
year, a 367 per cent increase 
since the late 50s and a 13 per 
cent boost from the previous 
year. Ketterer said the actual 
total was probably more than 
275,000 treated cases and untold 
thousands of untreated cases. 
The disease can result in 
arthritis, sterility, urethritis, 
prostatitis, eye infection of the 
newborn 
a n d 
occasionally 
death. 


Ketterer said there are many 
social, economic and cultural 
reasons cited for the rapid rise 
in gonorrhea—from increased 
emphasis on sex in movies and 
books to social problems and 
national prosperity. 
He said some people argue 
that venereal diseases increase 
in times of prosperity, while 
others argue it is related to 
such social ills as increased 
divorce, juvenile delinquency, 
neurotic illnesses, prostitution, 
ale hoi ism and drug addition. 


“Gonorrhea has also been 
blamed on ‘the pill,’ increasing 
sexual 
promiscuity, 
and ho­ 
mosexuality, 
as 
well as on 
rising 
emphasis on 
sex 
in 
movies, books and mass media 
available 
to 
persons of all 
ages,” he said. 
Ketterer said that whatever 
the social and cultural reasons, 
the 
medical 
and 
scientific 
reasons for the increase are 
well-documented: 
—A short incumbation period, 


which results in a rapid spread 
of gonorrhea. 
—Failure 
of physicians to 
report the disease and often to 
provide follow-up treatment to 
persons 
intimate 
with their 
patient, 
and 
a 
shortage 
of 
health 
workers 
which 
also 
limits follow-up contacts. 
—Many persons with gonor­ 
rhea do not know they have it. 
—There 
is 
no 
blood test 
comparable 
to 
the 
one for 
syphilis, 
so rapid screening 
tests are impossible. 
-Venereal disease education 
is inadequate 
in 
California, 
especially among the young. 
But Ketterer was optimistic 
that “ a bigorous and concerted 
effort at all levels of govern­ 
ment 
can 
bring 
gonorrhea 
under control.” 
He 
specifically 
urged 
in­ 
creased efforts to find and treat 
contacts of infected persons and 
a strenuous education effort for 
teachers and students at the 
junior and senior high school 
and college levels.

We are now installed in a 
housekeeping cabin at Tubakula, 
some 100 miles from Suva, aft­ 
er arriving by 
taxi. Here one 
can often get 
a “ deadhead” 
ride — that is a car that has 
brought someone to Suva from 
Nadi Airport and has to go back 
empty. The driver looks around 
for a passenger and a lower 
price than the official rate is 
arrived at through neogitation. 
This is something that we 
are now beginning to get adept 
at through practice. We learned 
in itinerant buying never pay 
the offering price; come back 
with half and work from there 
to a mutual agreement. 
We did not get the cabin we 
wanted the first night. Since 
there were no vacancies near 
the water a very obliging man­ 
ager promised us a house on 
the waterfront as soon as pos­ 
sible. The next day saw us in­ 
stalled within 50 feet of the la­ 
goon under the shade of the ev­ 
er-present coconut trees in what 
is a dream .spot of “ dolce far 
ninrte” if ever there was one. 
We have every modern con­ 
venience except a coffee pot. 
There does not appear to be 
such a thing in the area since 
everyone drinks tea and oc- 
csaionally instant coffee. So 
we make do, using a combina­ 
tion of a sauce pan and tea pot, 
brewing a creditable pot of 
“ Java.” 
We have oftenbeen asked what 
we do in such a place as this. 
Well, just nothing — and very 
well at 
that! We arise early; 
make a pot of coffee for the 
better 
half and consume our 
simple breakfast of fruit, toast 
and coffee. Then we proceed to 
feed the remains of the fruit 
to our friends, the myna birds 
which arrive as soon as they 
hear the screen door open. 
Next comes a stroll up to the 
local store to get the daily pap­ 
er, 
which 
is better 
known 
as “ two minutes of silence.” 
And thus the morning passes. 
We 
spend 
considerable time 
thinking about what to write in 
the current column in between a 
cople of swims in a tepid ocean 
(88 degrees). There is also a 
wonderful Fiji beer to drink and 
by then it is lunch time. 
Today a native showedupwith 
some large crayfish at a price 
of three for 70 cents. Padded 
out with bananas, it makes a 
meal within itself. Fruit is very 
cheap and plentiful. A basket 
of pawpaws, pineapples, banan­ 
as and mangoes sells for 30 
cents. 
Fishing off the reef has not 
been too hot. It has been windy 
and apparnetly this brings in 
the sharks, causing the sm all­ 
er fish to retire for the time 
being. We tried our luck spear 
fishing In the lagoon — a native 
art that has seen us do nothing 
but bend the spears. The sjiears 
are made from pieces of tele­ 
phone wire tied to a pole, a very 
primitive but deadly weapon in 
the right hands. 
We often find amusing items 
in the local paper, including the 
following priceless bit. It seems 
that the High Gourt case in En­ 
gland was being heard “ to pro­ 
tect the integrity of Scotch whis­ 
key.” A London columnist ol>- 
served that it was too late to 
do much about l>ottles he saw 
some time ago in an Asian port, 
which read 
“ Finest 
whiskey 


made from best quality Scotch 
grapes.” 
Today It is hot (92 degrees 
with 81 per cent humidty). Even 
the typing paper is damp and al­ 
most soggy. So we shall com­ 
plete our report on the follow­ 
ing day,

It is now market day in the 
nearby town of Signatoka. We 
arose at the early hour of six 
in the morning and after our 
fruit and coffee breakfast, took 
the camp taxi to market. A five- 
mile ride in the early morning 
is a pleasant experience as 
the’ sun has barely shown over 
the horizon, traffic is light and 
driving — to us — on the wrong 
side of the road. We have not 
gotten used to drivir^ on the 
opposite side of the road and au­ 
tomatically flinch when we see 
another car careening down on 
what should be our side of the 
road.

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Scout power 


In our United States today there are more than a few 
“ power” 
organizations. 
They range in 
size and purpose 
from the deadly serious such as Black Power, to the dis­ 
enchanted such as Flower Power. 
There 
is one group, how­ 
ever - oddly enough probably larger than all the rest — 
that you rarely hear mentioned in the “ power” sense, even 
though it contains more potential power than any other 
organization. We are speaking of Scout Power. 
Scout Power is a product of the Boy Scouts of America. 
It’s been around since 1910 and today, 60 years after its birth, 
it has 6-million members. 
That’s quite a membership, 
considering that the group does not advocate any of the 
currently popular fads: 
they don’t want to overthrow the 
government, abolish the draft, run the schools, send their 
parents to psychiatrists, picket, riot, sit-in, or do anything 
else that other organizations do to attract publicity. 
You might ask at this point just how much power such a 
square bunch can have, and comment that they probably won’t 
last long without any dedication to anything. 
The answer 
you’d receive is that they have quite a lot of power (they’ve 
trained 44-million boys over the years); and they are dedi­ 
cated — to a number of things. 
Unfortunately, those things 
don’t make headlines. 
This week is National Boy Scout Week. 
It is a week set 


aside for recognizing the achievements of Scout organizations 
all over America. 
It is a time for two sober facts that are 
particularly relevant to our own Santa Barbara area. Fact 
number one is that in our community 6,500 boys of Scout 
age are Scouts, and are being taught that in the United States 
there is still a place for young men who respect their re­ 
ligion, their country, their flag, their teachers, and their 
parents. 
Fact number two is that it costs $18.32 per year to 
maintain a boy in the Scouting program — and it costs $6,000 
per year for every wayward boy who has to be institutional­ 
ized. 
Scout leaders are the first to point out that Scouting is 
not the only solution, but that it is one of the proven methods 
of developing boys into men of character. 
So, if Scouting is 
to make a more profound impression on America, it must 
continue to reach more boys from all strata of our society 
and do an even better job of developing individual character 
and qualities of leadership. 
Scout Power can cure many of our community problems. 
Unlike other “ powers” it may not make headlines — but it 
does make Americans. 
If you know a boy who should belong to the Boy Scouts of 
America, 
bring him to Scout Headquarters. 
The Scouts 
will take over from there.

Campaign here we come 


Political pundits 
say the upcoming 
elections will be more fiercely con­ 
tested than any in recent years, es­ 
pecially considering the large number 
of potential candidates. 
On the local level 
there will be possibly 
five or six candidates 
for three seats on the 
city council, depending 
on how many of those 
who have taken out pa­ 
pers actually file for 
the race. 
It Is still too early 
to tell about other of­ 
fices because the fil­ 
ing period doesn’t open 
until Feb. 24. 
At this date however 
the incumbent Sheriff will have at least 
two opponents, and opposition is brew­ 
ing in the political woods to the area’s 
state senator, assemblyman and con­ 
gressman.

There is also unusual interest 
in the job held by Sen. George Mur­ 
phy, possibly because of questions about 
his health. 
Doctors have certified the 
old movie star’s health, but the issue 
has been raised and the pack is moving 
in.

The new “ Flower Power” effort to 
tackle beautification problems in the 
city is long overdue. 
Some months 
ago Stan Pa ton raised money from mer­ 
chants south of Ocean Avenue to beau­ 
tify one vacant lot on South H Street. 
Shortly thereafter merchants north of 
Ocean Avenue took the initiative to in­ 
stall little flower boxes In front of 
their business establishments. 
One of 
the first, Chris Cass, is the project 
chairman of the new campaign. 
Elsewhere homeowners have put forth 
considerable effort to clean up the al­ 
leys, long a blight because of the ne­ 
glect of trash containers and the gen­ 
eral deterioration of rearyard fences 
in some areas. 


Early reports indicate that ranchers 
have made a valiant comeback from the 
devastating floods of January and Feb­ 
ruary 1969, but there are still prob­ 
lems, according to my informants. 
For example an infestation of a lit- 
tleknown worm caused the destruction 
recently of 24 carloads of lettuce. 
In 
some areas, ranchers are having trouble 
irrigating. 
The flow of the water is 
virtually dissolving the planted rows 
because of the deep deposit of silt 
by last winter’s flooding. 
This re­ 
port bears out the original fear ex­ 
pressed a year ago in these columns 
that it would take a matter of years 
to 
overcome the full effect of 
the 
floods. 


Unlike most districts, the local school 
district faces a perennial problem of 
“ turnover.’’ 
One school at Vanden- 
berg Air Force Base for example has 
only eight students left from the ap­ 
proximate 600 who entered the new 
school’s kindergarten classes only a 
few years ago. 
This has created a problem according 
to school officials. 
“ When we test 
students for reading and the other aca­ 
demic skills,” one official said. “ We're 
really testing students who have been 
trained elsewhere.” 
All this is a fact 
of life for the local district and school 
personnel and the school board have 
learned to live with it.

man of many parts but he is perform­ 
ing one now with immense credit to his 
hard profession. Surely, 
few 
joys 
equal the joy of see­ 
ing 
somebody 
do 
something — anything 
— superbly well, and 
that 
is 
what 
Scott 
does in the 
magnifi­ 
cent 
new 
picture, 
“ Patton: 
A Salute to 
a Rebel.” 
Moliere 
was 
al­ 
most 
refused 
a 
Christian 
burial be­ 
cause 
he was once 
an actor. TYie pious Dauphin, son of Louis 
XV, held his hands over his eyes when­ 
ever 
he passed 
a theatre. Samuel 
Pepys 
said, “ Hamlet 
disgusts 
this 
refined age,” and for 150 years Sheakes- 
peare was vivisected to suit the silliest 
demands. Voltaire described him, in 
fact, 
as “ a genius of force, 
philo­ 
sophy and fecundity without 
a ray 
of 
taste’ 
or any 
knowledge of the rules 
of drama. 
This, then, 
is the ancient and turbu­ 
lent 
world in which 
an 
actor like 
Scott is lifting one grain of sand in his 
own 
special 
way in an art so old that 
no one can give the date of its begin­ 
ning. 
Brilliant, 
irascible, 
indomitable 
four-star 
Gen. George 
S. Patton Jr. 
was the greatest field commander of 
World War II. 
The ancient basic prin­ 
ciples of war — the principle of the ob­ 
jective, 
economy 
of force, mobility, 
surprise, 
simplicity 
of plan 
— have 
never 
changed. Commanders through­ 
out 
the ages have attempted to master 
these. 
We think of Alexander’s cam­ 
paign to the Indus, of Leonidas at Ther- 
mop 
lae, Sobieski facing the Turks at 
Vietnna, or the mastership 
of Robert 
E. Lee. Patton 
mastered these prin­ 
ciples with nearly 
incredible 
results 
against 
every 
enemy 
commander he 
met, including the tactical master, Mar­ 
shal Erwin Rommel, whom he finally 
defeated. 
Between August 1, 1944, and May 9, 
1945. 
Patton’s Third Army liberated 
12,000 cities and communities, marched 
1,225 
miles in 291 
days of combat, 
crossed 24 major rivers, and captured 
81,500 square miles of territory. He 
was the first man since 1100 to conquer 
the 
historic 
Metz fortress, relieved 
our troops at surrounded Bastogne by 
one of the most daring 
maneuvers in 
the whole history of war and took more 
Nazi 
prisoners than any other single 
army in the entire war. 
I knew this mercurial man intimately, 
with 
affection, and lived with him 
In 
many places — in North Africa, France, 
Luxembourg, in his “ blacked out” rush 
across southern Germany; in the best of 
his good moments and the worst of his 
bad. And I looked at Scott’s portrayal 
in sheer amazement. 
Producer Frank McCarthy, himself 
a distinguished 
wartime aide to Gen. 
George 
C. 
Marshall, 
went 
abroad 
with Gen. Omar 
N. Bradley 
to stake 
out the sites assimilating Patton’s cam­ 
paigns, and I saw 
this picture being 
made in North Africa and Europe. 
They chose the barren 
stretches in 
Spain’s 
Almeria region to stand in for 
Sicily, where Patton’s conquest of west­ 
ern Sicily 
is already a classic in the 
study 
halls at West Point. They chose 
the forest 
outside 
Segovia, Spain, 
to serve as the snow-covered 
forests 
of the Ardennes for the great Battle of 
the Bulge. It was necessary to make 
much of the picture in Spain because 
authentic 
World War II equipment was 
not available elsewhere nor 
had any 


other army except the Spanish army the 
personnel to run it. 
A vast 
outdoor film in these dimen­ 
sions is a remarkable thing to see pro­ 
duced. But it proved impossible to real­ 
ly 
grasp 
Scott’s 
total 
submer­ 
sion into Patton until at the New York 
premiere 
I saw 
him 
step onto the 
screen. 
Imagine how hard that must be for 
an actor to do. For this picture is much 
more than a war story. It is a story of 
the innards, 
the hopes, the fears, the 
frustrations, the personal victories and 
collapses 
of a fated and nearly mysti­ 
cal man; his glaring moments of inspir- 


ed 
leadership and then of human weak­ 
ness; 
his outrageous blasphemy and 
then his genuine 
tenderness, and the 
hold of Patton’s fascination on others, 
or repugnance to others, that was en­ 
tirely his own. 
“ The aim of any worthy artist in my 
medium is to communicate,” said fam­ 
ous 
critic 
Walter Pater. This 
is 
Scott’s 
triumph. He had communicat­ 
ed the innards of an exceedingly com­ 
plex 
American 
hero, 
his life and 
times, with literally a touch of genius.

For many years he was a volunteer 
unpire in the Little League program, 
and also served as president of that or­ 
ganization. Then, as his boys grew older 
and moved up into Babe Ruth, Gus worked 
diligently in the Babe Ruth program.
